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Terms of Service: Updated 9" December 2022

ClayParty (“ClayParty”,”Clay.Party”,’ClayParty.net”) (hereby referred to as the service) agrees to 
provide services to subscribers (you) subject to the following Terms of Service. Use of the service 
constitutes acceptance of our Terms of Service. The service reserves the right to modify these Terms of 
Service at any time. 


All content the subscriber submits to the service including threads, attachments, replies and accounts 
will hereby be referred to as "Content". 


Introduction 

The Service is a discussion forum, where everyone is allowed to speak their mind and post Content that 
falls within the ClayParty Terms of Service and Site Rules (available at 
https://clay.party/showthread.php?tid=1). Content that violates our site rules or Terms of Service will 
result in punishments such as account suspension, temporary suspension, warnings or Content deletion. 


Personal Information on the Service 

The leaking of personal information (hereby referred to as “doxing”) is allowed on the Service 

provided that the “victim” is: 
a. Not a minor (minor being 13 years of age OR below) 
b. Not a staff member of the service (members of staff include “Janitors”, “Moderators”, 
“Administrators” and “Owners”) 

The information must also be: 
a. Accurate and correct. Incorrect information may result in Content editing, warnings or 
Content deletion. This is up to the discretion of a member of staff. 
b. Obtained via legal means. Some examples of obtaining information via legal means is using 
search engines such as Google, Bing or DuckDuckGo and using public OSINT (Open Source 
Intelligence) tools. An example of information being obtained illegally is via “hacking”. Note 
that this is not an exhaustive list. 


Harrassment 

Harrassment is not encouraged by the Service, however, we are powerless in stopping harrassment 
outside of the Service. Should a person (hereby referred to as “victim”) be harrassed due to the 
information posted on the Service, it is the victims responsibility to ensure his/her safety. 


Child Sexual Abuse Material (CSAM) 

CSAM is strictly prohibited on the Service. If you find Content that contains CSAM, please use the 
“Report” button or email legal@clay.party with a link to the Content so we can take it down promptly. 
This definition of CSAM includes, but is not limited to: child pornography, drawings of child 
pornography (loli, shota, cub, etc) and nude photos of children under 18 (or the applicable age of 
consent law, where applicable). 


Illegal Activities 
Content showing or promoting illegal activities is prohibited. Some examples include: 
a. Real life harrassment (stalking) 
b. Hacking 
c. Encouraging violence 
Note that this is not an exhaustive list. 
The subscriber will not hold the Service liable for any illegal activities he/she commited on or outside 
of the Service.

Termination 

The service may termate the subscriber at its sole discrestion for violations of the Terms of Service 
and/or the Site Rules. 

In the event of termination, the service will give proper notice at the contact information the subscriber 
disclosed to the service on sign up. 


Privacy Policy/GDPR 
While we have tried to limit what data we collect on our subscribers, due to the major influx of new 
subscribers, we have had to change this. 


We store the following Personally Identifiable Information about you (anything in italics is optional): 
a. Your IP Address on sign up and when you last visited the service. 
b. Your User-Agent header. 
c. Your email (on sign up, may be changed in the User Control Panel) 
d. Your age (on sign up, may be changed in the User Control Panel) 
e. Last visit time 
f. Sex (on sign up, may be changed in the User Control Panel) 
g. Location (on sign up, may be changed in the User Control Panel) 
h. Date of Birth (on sign up, may be changed in the User Control Panel) 


In compliance with the GDPR, the subscriber may have his/her account information removed. This can 
be done by emailing legal@clay.party with the email the subscriber signed up to the Service with. The 
subscriber can also do the same in order to see what information the Service stores about the subsriber. 


Survival 
This Terms of Service will last indefinitely unless terminated by the service (see Termination) or by the 
subscriber (see Privacy Policy/GDPR)
